STREAMFLOW  FORECASTS 

Runoff  during  April  was  generally 
near  to  above  average.  Streairflow 
for  the  remaining  spring  and  SLDinier 
months  is  forecast  to  be  around  SO  ti 
65  percent  of  average  on  most  drain- 
ages.   The  Ruby,  Upper  Gallatin, 
St.  Mary's  and  Milk  Rivers  are  ex- 
pected to  produce  a  little  higher 
runoff,  but  will  still  be  in  the 
70  to  80  percent  range.    All  snow- 
mclt  peak  flows  are  eipected  to  be 
below  average  and  two  to  four  weeVs 
earlier  than  usual.    Many  lower  ele- 
vation streams  have  reached  or  are 
now  reaching  thoir  snowmelt  peaks. 
The  Madison,  Jefferson,  Big  Hole 
Rivers  and  Missouri  River  inflow  to 
Canyon  Ferry  Reservoir  are  expected 
to  reach  their  peak  snowmelt  runoff 
around  May  10.    The  Gallatin  River  . 
should  peak  about  a  week  later. 

With  the  shortage  of  snow  this  sea- 
son and  early  warm  weather,  irriga- 
tion water  shortages  are  expected  to 
bo  common  in  most  areas  by  mid  to 
late  June.
